Education for Democracy 

It is difficult to define clearly the roles played 
by the various factors in setting up the structure 
of the community, but one which ranks high in 
importance is education— the basis of our way 
of thinking and acting. This week has been set 
aside as Education Week and provides us with 
an excellent opportunity to pause and consider 
the merits of the job being done today by our 
system and by our educators. 

Unfortunately, the relatively low wage paid 
l)resent-day teachers presents us with a serious 
obstacle— a deficiency of good, well-trained in- 
structors especially in the public and junior high 
schools, the most important forhiativc stages for 
citizens of the futtirc. This places' the issue more 
directly before the parents, who unfortunately, 
are not always prepared to accept the chullengc. 
As a result, wc note too often a distorted and 
incomplete background for democracy in the 
younger and, no less tragic, the present older 
generations. 

Overlooking, for the' moment, possible im- 
provements, if wc consider first the situations 
Avhicli have resulted from this improper training, 
wc arc presented with a rather shocking picture. 
Looking first at our American neighbour, we sec 
a countiy which proclaims itself the world's 
greatest democracy and yet does nothing to im- 
prove the disgraceful picture of Negro-White 
relations in the Southern states. Here is a shame- 
ful example of distorted education— where chil- 
dren arc 'taught that one nian is BUi)erior to an- 
other because of differing skin pigment. How 
can wc consider our education as adequate when 
lynching without trial is condoned, and secretly 
and even openly encouraged, or when supposed- 
ly-enlightened legislators proclaim repeatedly 
the supremacy of one race over another. 

Nor are wc in Canada immune from the virus 
of hatred and distorted outlooks. How can we 
consider a system of education adequate which 
does nothing to overcome race prejudice? How 
can wo instil on the one hand the teachings of 
equality of men, and on the other flaunt before 
, our youth signs of restriction of one or several 
grbiips within the community? Or, again, how 
can we reconcile the teachings of democracy with 
the padlock law which has been used in this 
proymce and the hatred which is being aroused 
against particular political views? Hatred is 
based on fear and ignorance, and a progressive, 
active enlightened citizenry need have neither 
fear nor ignorance. 

If this state is to change, for reconciliation is 
impossible, and' if we arc to practice democracy 
in reality,.wc must' spare no effort to use the 
means for education which are at hand now in 
order to school our citizens yoimg and old not 
only in the fundamentals of reading and writing, 
but in the fundamentals of living as liberal, fair- 
minded people. We must sec that the radio, news- 
pancrs and movies make fuller use', of their 
unique nicdiuni towards this end— an end with- 
out which there cannot be n peaceful One World. 
, College student.'!, above nil, haVp this duty or 
they arc not adequately performing the service 
expected nf (Iicm, nnd sn arc not deserving of 
the privilege of a college education. If Education 
Week brings these wrongs before us so that we

Man marches on. 

On first opening the slim volume entitled "France 
Fell On a Thursday", this reviewer was inescapably 
struck with the realization that Abbotsford Chylles- 
Thornton has done it again. This storny petrel of 
the quill, centre of many a literary uproar has given 
birth to his greatest controversy. His hew book of 
poems with ils Nco-Frcudlan Psucdo-antilransub- 
slantiantionalily; lis daring synthesis, antithesis and 
photo-synthesis of Marxian Existentialism and Al- 
banian Wcitsmertz wil be tho nine days wonder of 
the literary world. It is an even greater work than 
his Remembrance of Things Yet to Happen, 

I have selected for detailed discussion the poem 
Atombombo Song which appears on page 7 accom- 
panied by an illusU-ation reminiscent of Dall in his 
Pre-natal period. 

This lilting lyric Is a burning Indictment of the 
misuse mankind has made of scientific progress as 
exemplified by the Atomic Bomb and Ipana Tooth- 
paste. 

The basic premise is boldly stated In the first Jlne— 
Nagasaki t , I 

spoken with Chyllcs-Thornton's typical genius for 
getting to the point. The effectiveness of the use of 
two exclamation points separated by a comma heeds 
no comment, It should be rolled about on the tongue 
and savoured to the utmost to bring forth Its truly 
astounding siBnificance. 

The first three lines picture the state of Nagasaki, 
the nlKht seering name, just before the bomb was 
dropped, no forewarning, the air-raid system never 
nervecentered because the chief warden had'Jiist 
found three bottles of pre-war Halg and Halg in the 
cellar, and the entlre^ataff were temporarily incapa 
citatcd. So at noon, the bomber came nimbly to 
blast tho city into a necropolis (Gr. city of the dead). 

The second verse is an accusation of Elnstclnlan 
Hypertensive Calculus which was responsible for the 
bomb. Combined with this and centering lii the line 

,V Stmulallng scattered soufliccs, 
a vivid description of the dead and shattered bodies, 
is a discussion of the philosophical Implications of 
the South African voodoo fetish statues of the 
Austrian sculptor-dlletantc Von Mitbohl 

In the last verse the author builds to a peroration 
of mighty msgnificence. Here is man— , 
Molting his mantle 
Made of much murder 
advancing toward his final goal of an annual Inter 
national Psychic Bidding Bridge Tournament. The 
use of the polychromatic-Monoisogonal consonant m 
for his masterful alltcratlon as contrasted with the 
umbrageous -ccntrlconchold s and the pervasive 
amblform n of the previous verses, aids Immeasur- 
ably In the pyramiding of effect upon effect until the 
glorious concluding line. 

Man marches on. 
strikes the reader with all deep-seated emotional 
impact of a cold, wel scrambled egg received full 
in the face. 

Truly a mastcrwork!

studied at the Art Gallery. Watte 
here at McGill, she studied English 
13 rand 22; the latter course under 
Elmer Hall. 

When asked about the begin- 
ning, of her interest In the theatre. 
Miss Thomson replied, "I really 
wanted to be. an artist, but some- 
how I got side-tracked". She, then 
laughingly recalled the first play 
she wrote when she was 13. 

"It was a melodrama called 'The 
Joys and Sorrows of Lotta Dim- 
ple*. Its three yiliains chased the 
poof heroine ovcr^roof-tops." ' It 
played two performances on the 
Thomson's tennis' court for the 
benefit of the S.P.CA. 

At 15, she had remodelled the 
chicken house of her parents' sum- 
mer home in Como, Quebec, Into 
a theatre seating about IBO. While 
in her first year at McGIll, she 
wrote a play satirizing summer 
theatre called "How Now, Brown 
Cow", This was performed at 
M.R.T. and later at Compton and 
Granby. 

The next year saw Joy Thomson 
win a scholarship to the summer 
theatre at Plymouth, Massachus- 
sets. Such scholarships were avail- 
able to only two students at each 
college. While at Plymouth, she 
gained much experience in acting 
and sometimes had seven different 
roles In six weeks. She also be- 
came Interested In scenery con- 
struction. 

From there «hc went to New 
■Vork. "I really talked myself Into 
the job in the drama department 
of the "New School for Social Re- 
search" as assistant! scenic design- 
^ertto Leo Kerztiformer designer for

First Concert 
Chamber Music 



Although Bach reached his 
zenith by way of the organ-loft, 
and Handel his greatness by way 
of the theatre, both left spontane- 
ous and characteristic works for the 
orchestra as It existed in their time. 
This was convincingly , shown In 
the first three of 12 Concertos by 
Handel and the first four Suites 
by Bach performed at L'ERMITAGE 
last Friday evening by a chamber 
orchestra directed by Alexander 
Brott. The Montreal Festivals arc 
to be commended on the presen- 
tation of all the Concertos and 
Suites In four of the eight concerts 
In their new Chamber Music Scries. 

For tills opening performance, 
Mr. Brott assembled a well discip- 
lined group ef siring players, and 
together with his authoritative 
leadership and carefully conceived 
Interpretation, a performance of 
finely wrought proportions . was 
achieved. With John Newmark 
playing the piano contlnuo, Lionel 
Renaud, Richard Cantor and Lotta 
Brolt executed tho solo parts with 
exceptional regard for style and 
balance whlcli this innnateiy ex- 
pressive music demands. These 
qUBliU(H|^ere most keenly felt in 
the^'second'^^and third concertos. 

The Bach Suite, although bear- 
ing tome resemblance to the con- 
certos in the use of contrasting or- 
chestral groups. Is much lighter in 
character, being based on dance 
rhythms of the period.)- Especially 
to be noted was the lucid playing 
of the duel-like passages for two 
oboes over a bassoon continue, in 
contrast to the strings, by Real 
Gagnler, A. Romano and Roland 
GagQler. An arrangement of the 
familiar Arioso by Bach was added 
as ah encore.

Cheyrier Talks 
On Liberalism,

However Dawson again found 
themselves incapable of scoring, 
giving the ball over to the Gold 
and Green squad on their own 10 
yard line. Taking the ball at cen- 
tre, Wally Markham's boys plung- 
ed down the field with Pat Ewen 
and Frank Creaghan In the lead, 
losing the ball finally by a fumble 
on 'Macdonald's 25. This however 
was only the first of two, as the 
slippery ball fell out of Dawson's 
hands for the second time two 
minutes later. 

LAST MINUTE SCORE 

At this point coach Ian Kerr's 
strategy went into effect In the 
manner of three onsidc recovered 
kicks, which finally led to a rouge 
point by Hamilton making the 
sco,re: Macdonald 1; Dawson 0, 
with three minutes to go. Now the 
underdogs, the St. Johns' boys 
seemed to buck up by breaking 
through to block a Macdonald kick 
on the 22 yard line. With Ewcn 
and Creaghan unable to make 
more than seven yards in two suc- 
cessive plunges. Captain Norm 
Burch then kicked the ball over 
the deadline on the last play of 
the game to tie the score Mac- 
donal 1; Dawson 1.
